Stenographers, secretaries and 
clerk s are among those who will 
be hit by the white-collar cuts. 
Budget Director James E. Webb 
has announced that the number of 
all government employes will be 
cut more than 104 OOO, to a 2,363,- 
f / 300 level, by Nov. 16. 
The administration’s drive to 
slash the federal payroll has not 
satisfied 
all 
critics 
of 
federal 
spending some of whom continue 
to protest bureaucratic overstaff­ 
ing. 
Chairman Harry F. Byrd, D. 
Va., of the joint congressional 
economy committee, charged re­ 
cently 
that 
departments 
were 
^ “manufacturing” government jobs 
3 and shuttling employes between 
agencies to maintain swollen pay ­ 
rolls. 
He said “old line” government 
agencies have increased their em­ 
ploye rank s by 246 111 since V J 
day. while “reconversion” agenfies 
have added 41 150. 
On the question of alleged “loaf- * 
ing” by government employes, an 
informal survey of representative

. ' ed evidence that could be cited by 
both critics and defenders of the 
federal work er.

UNTIL a few years ago, no su r­ 
geon wou ld have considered an 
operation to correct heart defects 
possib le. Su rgery of this vital or­ 
gan was limited to desperate 
eanes, to the sewing u p of stab 
wou nds, for instance, wliere u n­ 
less operation can su cceed, death 
is su re. 
If you will stro for a moment 
to pictu re what operation on the 
ever-throb b ing heart means, you 
will readily u nderstand why. Cu t­ 
ting, sewing, and repairing heart 
tissu e is a delicate and difficu lt 
job which requ ires the efforts of a 
well-trained su rgeon for su ccess. 
Imagine how enormou sly these 
difficu lties are increased when the 
organ in qu estion is the constantly 
b eating heart whose rhythm you 
dare not interru pt for so mu ch as 
one moment. 
Despite Obstacles 
Yet, despite all this, today's su r­ 
geons have devised ways of cor- 
recting certain types of heart de­ 
fects which are called congenital 
b ecau se they are present at the 
time of b irth. 
One of these is called patent 
du ctu s arteriosu s. The du ctu s ar­ 
teriosu s is a channel that, in the 
u nb orn child, allows the b lood to 
go from the pu lmonary artery, 
which enters the heart on the right 
side, to the aorta, the great vessel 
^n the left side of the heart 
throu gh which the b lood b egins 
its jou rney throu gh the b ody. 
This openu ig or du ct is su pposed 
to close at b irth- When it remains 
open, the condition is called patent 
du ctu s arteriosu s and thou gh the 
heart b eat may appear normal 
when an electrocardiogram, or 
electric tracing of the heart b eat, 
is made, the child does not grow 
and develop normally b ecau se the 
heart has difficu lty in keeping u p 
the circu lation of the b lood. 


of the skin, or cyanosis, which is 
rn 
featu re of so many heart defects, 
is not present, b u t ex amination 
with a stethoscope will reveal to 
the trained ear of the physician 
a 
characteristic mu rmu r which is 
most marked over the right, u p­ 
per part of the heart and X-ray 
pictu res will show an enlargement 
of the left, lower part of the 
heart, 
A very su ccessfu l operation has 
b een devised to correct this condi­ 
tion, which wou ld otherwise b e a 
life-long handicap. 
Another congenital defect, one 
called pu lmonary stenosis, can b e 
corrected su rgically. This condi­ 
tion is commonly the one respons­ 
ib le 
for 
ou r 
so-called 
“b lu e’* 
b ab ies. Here, there is narrowing or 
b locking of the pu lmonary artery 
which leads from the heart to the 
lu ngs. 
The helpfu l operation consists 
m joining a b ranch of the aorta 
to one of the pu lmonary arteries. 
This in tu rn increases the flow o f 
b lood throu gh the lu ngs.

Lining Membrane 
There is a lining memb rane 
arou nd the heart called the peri­ 
cardiu m. This memb rane may b e­ 
come inflamed as a resu lt of rheu ­ 
matic or other infection. The con­ 
dition is called pericarditis. Some­ 
times, this leads to contraction or 
pressu re on the heart and inter­ 
feres greatly with the circu lation. 
An operation may b e performed to 
correct this condition b y cu tting 
an opening in the pericardiu m 
which permits the heart to b u lge 
throu gh, and thu s relieves the 
pressu re on the heart. 
It is not rn difficu lt matter to 
diagnose this type of pericarditis. 
in this disorder, the liver is en­ 
larged; there is edema or swelling 
of the legs and sometimes a collec­ 
tion of flu id in the chest cavity. 
Thu s, it may b e seen that new 
types of su rgical operations are 
doing a great deal to solve the 
prob lems of persons with hen 
disorders

UNTIL a few yean ago, no sur­ 
geon would have considered an 
operation to correct heart defects 
possible. Surgery of this vital or­

wounds, for instance, where un­ 
less operation can succeed, death 
is sure. 
If you will stop for a moment 
to picture what operation on the 
ever-throbbing heart means, you 
will readily understand why. Cut­ 
ting, sewing, and repairing heart 
tissue is a delicate and difficult 
job which requires the efforts of a 
wHl-trained surgeon for success. 
Imagine how enormously these 
difficulties are increased when the 
organ in question is the constantly 
beating heart whose rhythm you 
liars not interrupt for so much as 
one moment.

Yet, despite a1! this, today's sur­ 
geons have devised ways of ror- 
recting certain types af heart de­ 
fects which are called congenital 
because they are present at the 
time of birth. 
One of these is called patent 
ductus arteriosus. The ductus a r­ 
teriosus is a channel that, in th# 
unborn child, allows the blood to 
go from the pulmonary artery, 
which enters the heart on the right 
tide, to the aorta, the great vessel 
in the left side of the heart 
brough which the blood begins 
its journey through the body. 
This opening or duct is supposed 
to close at birth. When it remains 
open, the condition is called patent 
ductus arteriosus and though the 
heart beat may appear normal 
when an electrocardiogram, or 
electric tracing of the heart beat, 
is made, the child does not grow 
and develop normally because the 
heart has difficulty in keeping up 
the circulation of the blood.

of the skin, or cyanosis, which Is a 
feature of so many heart defects, 
is not present, but examination 
with a stethoscope will reveal to 
the trained ear of the physician a 
characteristic murmur which is 
most marked over the right, up­ 
per part of the heart and X-ray 
pictures will show an enlargement 
of the left, lower part of the 
heart, 
A very successful operation has 
been devised to correct this condi­ 
tion, which would otherwise be a 
life-long handicap. 
Another congenital defect, one 
failed pulmonary stenosis, can be 
corrected surgically. This condi­ 
tion is commonly the one respons­ 
ible 
for 
our 
so-called 
"Clue* 
babies. Here, there is narrowing or 
blocking of the pulmonary artery 
which leads from the heart to tho 
lungs. 
The helpful operation consists 
in joining a branch of the aorta 
to one of the pulmonary arteries. 
This in turn increases tbs flow of 
blood through the lungs. 


Lining Membrane 
There is s lining membrane 
around the heart called th# peri­ 
cardium. This membrane may be­ 
come inflamed as a result of rheu­ 
matic or other infection. The con­ 
dition is called pericarditis. Some- 
times, this leads to contraction or 
pressure on the heart and inter­ 
feres greatly with the circulation. 
An operation may be performed to 
correct this condition by cutting 
sn opening in the pericardium 
whieh permits the heart to bulge 
through, and thus relieves the 
pressure on the heart. 
It is not a difficult matter to 
diagnose this type of pericarditis. 
In this disorder, the liver is en­ 
larged; there is edema or swelling 
of the legs and sometimes a collec­ 
tion of fluid in the chest cavity.

She did not w ant to 
cu t down the claims of Ru ssia or 
Ru ssian satellites in the pertinent 
amendment. She merely wanted a 
perm anent commission to watch 
the

commissior, 
cou ld keep track of w hat Ru ssia 
does on reparations, 
b u t wou ld 
have no power to interfere, ex cept 
b y pu b lic annou ncements. 
G etting right down to the core 
of the Am erican decision to su p­ 
port Ru ssia in this w'ere two con­ 
siderations: CA) Someone had to 
su pport Ru ssia soon on something 
In Paris or the conference might 
b reak dowm, and (B) The b ig fou r 
thou ght it had to give in b ecau se 
the reparations d^al already had 
b een made b etween the b ig fou r 
nations. 
Someday w'e may ru e this deci­ 
sion. World W ar II originated in 
reparations. The first shackle the week. 
Germans kicked off w’as the pay- 
ment to France w’hich the w’crld 
knew had b ecome overb u rdensome. 
The French politicians dominated 
the last peace and made the Ver­ 
sailles tre a ty so heavy, H itler ini­ 
tially 
popu larized

against it. The Ru ssian politicians 
are now m aking the same moves. 
Even if they intend to keep the 
form er “Fascist” nations su b ject 
to their economic will as well as 
disarmed and defeated — wre may 
hesitate to gu aranteee this with 
ou r arm s and money, and having 
paid for the w ar throu ghou t the 
world largely with ou r money, we 
may wish to avoid paym ent of the 
reparations. 
Certainly the appointm ent of a 
commission to keep track of the 
m atter w’ou ld not harm anyone 
very mu ch.
